1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Page 19 of the 
present response/argument refers to pages 10 to 15 of the response dated February 1 1, 2010. It is 
noted that the examiner declined to respond to those arguments since the argued limitations 
weren't in the claims yet. Applicant has amended claims 8 and 21 to set forth the desired milled 
shape and desired final contour, and the collision contour has been defined relative to that 
structure, such that pages 10 to 15 of that previous response now apply. Those pages 10 to 15 
discuss the Koch reference and argue that the collision contour of Koch is based upon the surface 
in the process of being formed, not the desired final contour. Thus, Koch does not cover the 
situation discussed relative to figure 1 of the present application. There is no suggestion to make 
the collision contours of Koch "corresponding to a surface or edge of the at least one sidewall of 
the desired final contour" as set forth in claim 1 or to define the "collision contour of said desired 
milled shape or said milled component" as set forth in claim 21 .
